Council  Closes 
1950  Session 

A StuileDt  Council  coDslUutlonal 
amcodmcnt  and  the  appointmcnl  of 
a committee  to  study  the  problems 
unsolved  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  comprised  the  main  business 
of  the  final  Council  meeting.  The  re- 
tiring president.  Emldlo  Blanco, 
thanked  tho  group  for  their  coop- 
eration. and  in  turn  was  extended 
a vole  of  congratulations  for  hla 
work.  Newly  elected  Council  and 
Athletic  Association  presidents 
wore  Introduced. 

Tho  constitutional  amendment 
provided  for  a standard  of  accept- 
ance for  candidates  for  the  ofllces 
of  Student  and  Athletic  Association 
presidents.  The  move.  Introduced 
by  Eugene  Corrigan,  aimed  at  set- 
ting lip  a scale  by  which  Ihc  Dean 
could  measure  applications  for  such 
randldacy  ns  had  been  requested  In 
tho  past  by  the  administration. 

.Must  Meet  fla-s  -Average 
Tho  motion  passed,  providing 
that  future  candidates  must  have 
averages  at  least  equal  to  that  of 
their  section  and  roust  have  parti- 
cipated In  at  least  one  extra-curri- 
cular activity.  Appeal  can  be  made 
from  rejection  on  these  grounds  to 
the  Student  Council,  which  will  de- 
cide whether  to  forward  such  cases 
to  the  Dean  for  consideration. 

Richard  Cadigan  moved  for  the 
formation  of  a commltlee  to  Inveslt- 
gale  various  matters  which  the 
Council  was  unable  to  accomplish. 
Cadigan  succeeded  In  obtaining  the 
committee,  which  will  submit  Its 
report  to  next  year's  Council. 

Commltleo  Considerations 

The  committee  will  Investigate 
the  abandonment  of  the  cut  system, 
Ihc  use  of  stable  textbook  lists,  an 
Increase  of  parking  fncllllles,  eli- 
mination of  parking  fines,  repair- 
ing of  the  recreation  room  and  le- 
giillmllon  of  card-playing  on  cam- 
pns. 

Other  maltora  considered  al  the 
meetings  were  a yearbook  appeal 
for  more  funds  to  publish  a Spring 
supplement  and  announcement  that 
the  Earl  Schmidt  memorial  medal 
Is  being  designed.

Marks  Average 
52.9  Percent 

Loyolu  sophomores  have  a per- 
centile ratine  of  62.9  In  comparison 
with  21,000  other  sophomores  from 
165  colleges  and  unlveraitleB  ac- 
cording to  the  results  of  the  Co- 
operative Test  Division  of  the  Edu- 
ciUloual  Testing  Service  exams 
which  were  Uiken  by  216  sophomor- 
es on  March  23  and  2-1. 

Results  which  were  released  last 
week  show  that  the  Loyoians  post- 
ed a 61.6  mark  In  the  Cooperative 
English  Test.  The  sophomores  had 
an  average  of  53.5  In  the  Coopera- 
tive General  Culluie  Test.  In  the 
Cooperative  Contemporary  Affairs 
Test  the  result  was  63.7. 

.\id«  Job  Giiidniicf 
The  tests  were  taken  over  a per- 
iod of  two  days.  Their  purpose  was 
"to  serve  as  an  aid  In  giving  voca- 
tional counseling,”  according  to  Mr. 
Henry  L.  Zerliusen.  director  of  the 
Loyola  College  Placement  Bureau. 

The  English  teat  was  divided  In- 
to six  sections,  each  graded  sep- 
arately. Highest  sectional  percen- 
tile was  57.0  Id  Level  of  Reading. 
Also  sejiarated  into  six  sections  was 
the  General  Culture  teat.  Highest 
mark  In  this  section  was  55.6  in 
the  Literature  section. 

Taken  In  Three  .Sections 
Unlike  the  other  two  tests,  the 
Contemporary  Affairs  exam  was 
taken  in  only  three  sections,  high- 
est of  which  was  Public  Affairs 
mark  of  63.0. 

A Chart  was  given  to  each  stu- 
dent to  enable  him  to  plot  his 
scores  graphically.  This  will  serve 
as  a further  indication  of  Indivi- 
dual interests.

What  Fate? 

Last  week  the  Inal  faint  ray  of 
hope  was  extinguished  In  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  German  homes 
when  the  Kremlin  peremptorily  an- 
nounced that  the  repatriation  of 
German  war  prisoners  from  the 
Soviet  Union  had  boon  completed. 
According  to  ofOclal  Red  Army 
figures  released  Just  after  the  war. 
over  3.5  million  llVhmachf,  Luf- 
licaffc,  and  88  personnel  wore  be- 
ing held  behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 
In  the  last  five  years  two  million 
havo  been  sent  home.  That  leaves 
1.5  million  unaccounted  for— per- 
haps forever. 

Wo  can  speculate  us  to  Iho  fate 
of  these  poor  unfortunates,  but  we 
cannot  be  sure.  In  a country  such 
ns  Russia  almost  anything  could 
have  befallen  them.  The  prisoners 
may  be  slaves  In  the  uranium  mines 
behind  the  Urals;  they  may  bo 
dead;  they  may  be  hostages,  to  be 
used  by  the  Russians  at  a Inter  date 
to  coerce  the  Germans  Into  accept- 
ing Red  domination;  or  they  may 
be  part  of  that  new  Gorman  army 
which  the  Soviets  are  known  to  be 
training  deep  Inside  Russia. 

This  much,  however.  Is  certain; 
their  dlsappcarnnco  will  fan  the 
growing  antipathy  for  Communism 
In  Germany  and  greatly  eahnnee 
Iho  political  position  of  the  West  In 
that  benighted  country,  tor  the  Gor- 
mans havo  not  forgotten  that  the 
Allies  rcpnlrlnted  all  prisoners 
within  n few  months  after  the  end 
of  the  war.

It  you  are 
Its  fortunate  victim,  H.  W.  Fowler 
has  written  the  book  for  you.  If. 
rather,  you  think  words  don't  mat 
lor,  your  words  never  will.  Dryden 
was  wrong  In  considering  correct- 
ness the  whole  of  style,  but  It  Is  an 
Important  element.  Grammar  and 
Idiom  endure  because  they  lend 
clarity,  force,  and  Interest  to  our 
speech,  Frinsfonce — 

The  A'cic  Yorfcei',  In  Its  26  years, 
has  been  accused — often  justly — of 
almost  every  Journalistic  sin  but 
one;  bad  writing.  In  its  pages  you 
would  as  soon  And  wclI-dcHned  prin 
ciples  os  an  ill-turned  pbrnse.  Flip 
pant,  perverse,  nnd  snobbish  It  may 
be;  clumsy,  never.  How  can  so  much 
that  Is  inconsequential  be  said  so 
uniformly  well?  Because,  so  the 
legend  goes.  Harold  Ross  edits  the 
A’ciP  Yorker  with  Newman's  Apolo- 
(710  In  one  hand  and  Fowler’s  3/otf- 
«m  Enpfi*fj  Usage  In  the  other 
land,  presumably,  with  a blue-pen- 
ell  in  his  teeth).  Fortified  by  Fow 
lor.  you,  loo.  could  throw  stones  at 
others’  solecisms  and  remain  In- 
vulnerable— If  you  like  that  sort  of 
thing.  Tbc  moro  charitable  could 
enjoy  a rueful  laugh  ot  their  own 
pel  blunders,  pilloried  in  cold  print 
among  Fowler’s  exhibits  of  "Eng 
lish  as  she  nre  spoke"  by  journal- 
ists in  their  weaker  moments.  The 
book  Is  written  with  authority,  hu- 
mor, and  skill. 

Printer's  ink,  the  embalming 
fluid  of  past  civllazallons,  is  fatal- 
ly poisoning  our  own.  Coagulated 
balderdash  Is  clogging  the  channels 
ot  communication.  Widely  used, 
Ifodem  English  Usage  could  loose 
n flood  of  good  writing  to  drive 
drivel  off  the  market.  Does  anybody 
care? 


During  the  last  year  and  a half 
we  at  Loyola  have  mourned  the  un- 
timely deaths  of  three  ot  our  class- 
mates In  highway  accidents.  Two 
were  outstanding  athletes;  all  were 
intelligent,  personable,  and  appar- 
ently destined  for  happy,  useful 
lives  in  the  community. 

Some  would  say  they  died  for 
nothing.  We  disagree.  What  hap- 
pens happens  only  because  God 
allows  it.  and  what  God  allows  is 
not  without  purpose.  Most  of  us — 
if  only  we'll  admit  It— are  far  from 
the  best  drivers.  The  supercaution 
we  used  as  beginners  Is  soon  dilut- 
ed with  the  overconfidence  of  for- 
tunate experience  as  handling  a car 
becomes  "second  nature.”  We  dolly 
fall  to  obey  the  trafiic  laws  estab- 
lished for  oiir  own  safety.  We  are 
seemingly  Indifferent  to  whnt  could 
happen  as  a result  of  our  neglig- 
ence. 

We  are  likewise  Impervious  to 
figures  showing  the  terrible  toll 
that  highway  accidents  take  each 
year.  Statistics  seem  cold  and  far 
removed  from  us  or  from  those  we 
love.  As  with  so  many  other  truths 
not  readily  .apparent,  we  sometimes 
have  to  be  shocked  into  acceptance 
of  the  need  for  highway  caution. 

Let  us  always  keep  this  axiom  in 
mind  while  behind  the  wheel:  A 
good  driver  is  a cautious  driver,  a 
considerate  driver,  a bumble  driver. 
By  so  doing  we  shall  help  reduce 
the  staggering  number  of  deaths 
and  Injuries  on  American  highways 
each  year.
